A rare and most distinguished honor 
was con fern'll upon Joseph 11 Choate, the 
em inent N ew Y o rk law yer, when he whs 
elected president of the constitutional con­ 
vention of the E m p ire State, an honor that 
cannot be conferred more frequently than 
onoe tn 
2 b years and that is looked upon 
as In some respects superior even to the 
governorship of the state. Th at M r Choate 
properly appreciate» It m ay Ih) Inferred 
from the fact that it is the only public of 
flee that ho has ever accepted, though he 
m ight long ago have b«*en nom inated for 
any of several high positions or m ight have 
| served as m in ister to one of the foreign 
courts if he hod not preferred to rem ain 
in N ew Y ' l'k and practice law. 
The aceeptanee of this honor, too, in ­ 
volved a great pi'eunlnry sacrifice on Mr. 
Choate’s part, as it necessarily infringes 
greatly on the lim e o rd in arily devoted to 
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a practice so im portant and lucrative that 
very few men would be found public splr 
lted enough to forego it for the benefit of 
the state. 
M r Choate is not a money lov­ 
er, however, and the serious Im pairm ent 
of his incom e was not allow ed to stand in 
the w ay of tlie periorm ance of Ids duties 
as n citizen. 
M r. Choate is regarded as the most vor 
satile la w ye r nt the N ew Y ork bar. 
Ho 
seldom engages in a crim in al ease, but is 
equally nt homo in any c iv il court, a m ill 
tary court m artial, a m aritim e legal con­ 
test, an international controversy and is 
in fact an exceptionally able “ a ll around 
la w ye r.” 
1 U* attends to the court work of 
the big law firm of w hich he is a member 
and of w hich ex Senator E v a rts Is tho heud 
and does little office work. 
He is one of 
the very few law yers of the present day 
w ho adhere to the old fashioned etiquette 
of thi' profession w hich made it a point of 
honor to accept a retainer in any ease that 
offered. 
H is most recent notable ease was 
the suit fordam agcs brought against B u s 
sell Sage by the young clerk whose body 
the m illio naire m is i used as a shield when 
C rank Norem-..-* threw a dynam ite bomb 
at him . 
M r. Choate of course w on his
